G.S.R. 540(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 129 of the Railways Act, 1989 (24 of 1989), the 
Central (jovemment hereby makes the following rules to amend the Railway Passengers (Manner of Investigation of 
Untoward Incidents) Rules, 2(X)3, namely 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Railway Passengers (Manner of Investigation of Untoward Incidents) 

Amendment Rules, 2007. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

1 In the Railway Passengers (Manner of Investigation of Untoward Incidents) Rules, 2003 (hereinafter referred 
to as the said rules),— 

1. In rule 2, in sub rule (1), 

(a) in clause (e) at the end, the words “or the Additional Divisional Railway Manager nominated by him” 
shall be added; 

(b) after clause (j), the following clause shall be inserted, namely 

“(ja) ‘Officer of the Force’ means the authorised officer as defined in clause (c) of Section 2 of the Railway 
Property (Unlawful Possession) Act, 1966 and clause 26A of Section 2 of the Railways Act, 1989;”; 

(c) for clause (f), the following clause shall be substituted, namely 

“ (I) ‘Divisional Security Commissioner’ means an officer, not below the rank of a Commandant, who is the 
head of the Force of a Division or a Railway Establishment at any other place connected with the Railways”; 

(d) clauses (m) and (n) shall be omitted. 

Z In the said rules for rule 4, the following rule shall be substituted, namely :— 

“4. Duties of Station Superintendcaif, Guard, Conductor and Train Ticket Examiner inefaarge of the train.— 

(1) If an untoward incident occurs at the station, the concerned Station Superintendent shall immediately 
arrange for medical assistance to tlie injured passengers and report such incident within twenty-four hours of 
the occurrence to the Divisional Security Commissioner in Form-1. 

(2) If an untoward incident occurs i n the mid-section, the Guard of the concerned train shall inform the Station 
Superintendent of the nearest station who shall perform the duties referred to in sub-rule (1). 

(3) In case the Guard is injured in an untoward incident, the Conductor of the concerned train shall inform the 
Station Superintendent of the nearest station who shall perform the duties referred to iii sub-rule (1). 

(4) In case both the Guard and the Conductor are injured in an untoward incident, the Train Ticket Examiner 
incharge shall inform the Station Superintendent of the nearest station who shall perform the duties referred 
to in sub-rule (1). 

(5) If an untoward incident occurs in mid-section, in the absence of officers mentioned in sub-rules (2), (3) and 
(4). the Station Superintendent, if i t comes to his notice, shall perform the duties referred to in sub-rule (1).” 

3. In the said rules, rule 5 shall be omitted. 

4. In the said rules, in rule 6,— 

(a) in clause (iii), for the words “in-charge”, the words “Divisional Security Commissioner” shall be substituted; 

(b) clauses (iv) and (v) shall be omitted. 

5. In the said rules, in rule 7,— 

(a) in sub-rule (1), the words “not below the rank of Inspector” shall be omitted. 

(b) in sub-rule (1), for clause (ii), the following clause shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(ii) obtain a copy of the report spt:cified under clause (iii) of rule 6”; 

(c) in sub-mle (2) for the words ‘ dn completion of the investigation shall”, the words “shall complete the 
investigation within sixty days and” shall be substituted. 
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(d) in sub-rule (2) for the word “authorities", the word “authority" shall be substituted. 

6. In the said rules, in rule 10,— 

(a) in sub-rule (2), the words “Divisional Railway Manager and" shall he omitted; 

(b) after sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall be inserted, namely : -- 

“(3)'Ihe Divisional vSecurity Commissioner shall submit the report to Divisional Railway Manager within 
• fifteen days of the receipt of report of investigation from officer of the h ace." 

7. In the said rules, in rule 11, in sub-rule (1), for the words “shall immediately examine the same", the words 
“mentioned in sub-rule (3) of rule 10 shall examine the same w ithin fifteen days" shall be substituted. 

8w In the said rules, for rule 13, the following rule shall be substituted, nameiy:— 

“13. Sending report to Claim Office.—( 1 ) The investigation report along with acceptance of Divisional 
Railway Manager thereon shall be sent within fifteen days to the administrative in-charge of the Claim Office 
of the 21onal Railway where the incident has occurred. 

(2) The administrative in-charge of Claim Office of the Zonal Railway who has received the notice of claim for 
that particular incident shall arrange to collect the report from the claim office of Railw'ay where the incident 
has occurred and submit the same to the concerned Bench of the Railway Claims Tribunal along with the 
Written Statement.”
